Complex 

OR-WIF Goff 
Level 3 evacuations. 8 of 12 fires lined but not 
secured. Kwis fire near Oakridge is priority. 

4 
Summit Trail/ 
Chuweah 
Creek 

WA-COA Loomis 
Level 1 evacuations. Important cultural sites 
threatened. Continued spread north and east. 

5 Bootleg OR-FWF McDonald 
Level 2 and 3 evacuations. Continued progress 
on control lines. Significant increase in 
containment. 

6 
Rough Patch 
Complex 

OR-UPF Gales 
Rough Patch Complex: Seven fires total (largest 
240 acres). Forest closures being evaluated.   
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7 
Lick Creek/ 
Green Ridge 

OR-UMF Nobles 

Level 1 and 2 evacuations. Active fire on 
southeast, south, and southwest flanks. Spot fire 
to southwest contained. Firing operations 
continue on the west flank. 

8 Jack Fire OR-UPF Lawson 
Jack Fire: Level 1 evacuations. Going direct in 
Twin Lakes area. 

9 Cub Creek 2 WA-NES Bales 
Level 1 and 2 evacuations. All level 3 
evacuations dropped. Shifting strategy where 
fire crossed control features. 

10 Sherwood WA-SPA Sheldon 
Level 1 and 2 evacuations. Mopping-up and 
securing entire perimeter. TOC 8/3 at 0700. 

11 Elbow Creek OR-UMF Smith 
Mopping-up and securing lines. TOC 8/3 at
